RANDALL'S RULING 


Judge Randall's ruling as printed 


in Columbus papers follows:

"Tl e evidence discloses that when 
the back of said machine is un- 
locked and removed, that by com- 
partively simply operation, con- 
sisting of the removal, with a pair 
of pliers, of a small cotter pin, and 
the removal of a short metal rod,

)- the delivery of a package of mints, 
-' deliver at uncertain tunes, a vary- 


ing number of nickels, from two to

device." said the court. 


OPINION OF COURT 


"It is not doing violence to 'he 


record in this case for the court to 
assume that the sale of mints in 
the ordinary course of trade is not 
the prime result sought to be at- 
tained through the use of this ma- 
chine." 


"The fundamental purpose of the 


machine, as evidenced by its com- 
plex construction and its attrac- 
tiveness to the player, is to induce 
the player to spend money far be- 
yond his immediate desire for the 
consumption of mints. 


"The element of chance is the 


feature of the machine which ap- 
peals to the player, rather than 
bis appetite for mints.
